In her letter to Mr Hunt, Ms Johnson said: “It 
has come to light that Mr Morley used NHS 
credit cards to purchase expensive restaurant 
meals and five-star accommodation in Lon¬ 
don. I am now even more concerned about Mr 
Morley’s conduct while chief executive in 
Hull. 

“I would, therefore, ask that you look into 
this matter and, in particular, his new 
appointment so quickly after leaving East 
Yorkshire with many questions to be 
answered.” 

While he would not comment on the 


circumstances of Mr Morley’s departure, Mr 
Hunt said: “We have changed the rules to 
prevent people who are responsible for poor 
care popping up in another part of the 
system. From now on, when trusts appoint 
people to boards they can check their prior 
records on a central database administered 
by the CQC.” 

The revelations follow the news that the 
Princess Alexandra Hospital NHS Trust 
reported a deficit of £16.5m in the financial 
year 2013/14. The hospital says it has a plan 
to reduce the deficit over the next three 
years.

Road hospital say staff 
morale is at an “all-time 
low”. 

One worker who 
contacted the Star said:

A LORRY driver has been was pre¬ 
sented with an award by the Royal 
Humane Society after saving the life 
of an American tourist who was 
being attacked by a pitbull. 

Vince Rostron, who works for Crown 
Services in Station Road, Sawbridge- 
worth, was driving in Hackney in 
London when the incident occurred 
in February. 

Mr Rostron, 53, said: “At first I 
thought he was a drunk person danc¬ 
ing in the street but then I realised he 
had this dog hanging off him.” 

Other people who witnessed the 


incident were in a state of shock but 
Mr Rostron said he did what he 
thought “seemed to be the right thing” 
and restrained the dog before tying its 
lead to a piece of street furniture. 

Ten days after the attack he met the 
the victim who had required surgery 
for his injuries and was left with 
major scarring. 

He was thanked with a gift of flow¬ 
ers, chocolates and scotch. A fort¬ 
night later he received gifts of thanks 
from the victim’s parents in America. 

His employers also presented him 
with a special pen. 


Mr Rostron, who lives in 
Buckinghamshire, was nominated 
for a Royal Humane Society award by 
his employer. The presentation of the 
framed citation on parchment took 
place at the DHL Nisa retail centre in 
River Way, Harlow, on Monday. 

The award said Mr Rostron, at per- 
soinal risk, had “courageously saved 
the life of a man who was being sav¬ 
agely attacked by a dog”. 

Mr Rostron played down his act of 
bravery, but admitted it was “gratify¬ 
ing” that someone had held his 
actions in such high regard.

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Council goes back to 
court over travellers 


TRAVELLERS continued to play cat 
and mouse with council officials in 
Harlow this week as they moved to yet 
another site in the town. 

Taxpayers look set to face further 
costs as the authority prepares to 
return to court after 10 caravans - five 
from Third Avenue and five from 
Howard Way and Second Avenue - 
moved to council-owned land at 
Southern Way and Pear Tree Mead. 

Community safety officers visited 
this site on Tuesday and served the 
group with a direction to leave by 10am 
yesterday (Wednesday). 

However, they failed to do so and the 
council said it would be instigating 
proceedings in the county court to 
remove them. 

Six caravans which were illegally 
camped on land at Third Avenue have

“We are again working as quickly as 
possible to issue court proceedings to 
the groups illegally encamped on 
council land if they do not leave when 
directed, 

“We are also working closely with 
Essex County Council, the police and 
legal experts on a long-term solution to 
this continuing issue. 

“As I have said previously, the council 
has also written to the Government 
and the Association of Police Officers 
requesting an urgent review of council 


powers and associated guidance, and 
we are awaiting a response. 

“In addition, we continue to react to 
reports of travellers attempting to gain 
access to other areas and have been 
taking emergency preventative meas¬ 
ures to protect these areas.” 

Meanwhile, Essex Police continues to 
monitor the sites on a daily basis. 

The council has repeated its request 
to residents and businesses who see or 
have evidence of any criminal activity 
or anti-social behaviour relating to ille¬ 
gal encampments to report it to police 
on the non-emergency 101 number or, 
in the case of an emergncy, on 999.

Gang member jailed for kidnap and blackmail 


A HARLOW man who was part of a gang 
responsible for kidnapping and tortur¬ 
ing a man and blackmailing his family 
has been jailed for more than 11 years. 

Aaron Assante, 22, of Moorfield, and 
six other defendants from London 
pleaded guilty at the Old Bailey to 
charges of conspiracy to kidnap, con¬ 
spiracy to falsely imprison and con¬ 
spiracy to blackmail. 

The other six defendants also received 
lengthy prison sentences. 

The court was told the 20-year-old 
male victim had been adbucted by the 
gang and held for nearly 24 hours. 

During that time he was tortured and 
a ransom demand of £100,000 was 
made to his family for his release with 
the threat that he would be killed if it 
was not paid, 


However, the victim was successfully 
rescued during an operation by armed 
police from the Metropolitan Police’s 
Kidnap and Specialist Inves-gation 
Unit. 

The court was told that on September 
23 last year the victim had gone with a 
friend to jump-start his car after it had 
broken down in Beckton. While there, 
two other men took the victim’s car 
keys and demanded £500 for their 
return. 

Not knowing if the men were armed 
or not, the victim did not resist. 
However, after they had left he con¬ 
tacted an associate to see if he could 
help identify the men who had taken 
the keys and help him get them back. 

The associate took the victim to a flat 
in London where they were met by a 


man later identified as one of the 
defendants. Once inside the victim was 
grabbed by another man and dragged 
into the living room where he was 
stripped of his clothes. He was then 
violently assaulted with punches, kicks, 
a Stanley knife and steam from an iron. 

A demand of £100,000 for the victim’s 
release was made in a phone call to his 
brother with the threat that if it wasn’t 
paid within 20 minutes the victim 
would be killed. A second phone call 
made 15 minutes later had the victim 
screaming in pain as he was burned 
and assaulted. 

Following this call the victim’s broth¬ 
er called police and an immediate 
investigation was launched which 
ended in the capture of the gang mem¬ 
bers.

Man made threats to 
kill cops after setting 
fire to ex-partner’s car 


A MAN who set fire to his former partner’s car 
and made repeated threats to kill police offic¬ 
ers has been spared a jail sentence. 

Instead, Robert Spicer, 39, of Wedgewood 
Drive, Harlow, was given a two-year suspend¬ 
ed sentence and ordered to attend a building 
better relationship programme for 29 days. 

He was also put on an intensive probation 
programme for 30 days. 

Spicer pleaded guilty at Chelmsford Crown 
Court to charges of arson, damaging the front 
door of a house at Fullers Mead, Harlow, 
threats to kill and four offences of assaulting 
police by spitting, all on May 31 this year. 

The court was told that Spicer went to his 
former partner’s home and hammered on the 
front door before defacing it with graffiti. He 
then started a fire inside her car and went 
home. 

When police turned up to arrest him he 
brandished a large carving knife and threat¬ 
ened them, saying: “Come on, I’ll f****** stab 
you, I’m gonna kill you, you f****** pigs.” 

He was taken to the police station where he 
spat at four officers. 

Richard Stevens, prosecuting, said that in a 
telephone call to the parents of his ex partner 
Spicer said: “How would you like to see your 
beautiful daughter burning in her car?” 


GEMMA GARDNER_ 
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Peter Barlex, representing Spicer, said in mit¬ 
igation: “He’s deeply ashamed of his actions. 
He’s embarrassed and at a loss to explain how 
matters got so badly out of hand. 

“He was in a relationship for seven or eight 
years, living initially at separate addresses 
before she moved in with him. They split up in 
November 2013, she moved out and he took 
that very badly. 

“He became increasingly frustrated. He 
didn’t like the company she started keeping 
and after he’d been drinking he went to her 
address.” 

Passing sentence, judge Patricia Lynch told 
Spicer: “It seems to me we’re talking about a 
course of conduct of bullying of the worst 
kind, emotional bullying, nothing less than 
appalling and unforgiveable. 

“You’ve let yourself down and everyone else. 
It was pure arson but at least it wasn’t the 
house and wasn’t with intent to endanger life. 
There’s enough to suspend the sentence.” 

She also imposed a restraining order pre¬ 
venting Spicer from going within one mile of 
his ex-partner’s address and banning him 
from contacting her.

Firefighters set for eight more days of strikes 


FIREFIGHTERS in Harlow will 
join union colleagues across 
the country taking strike 
action this weekend as part of 
an ongoing dispute with the 
Government over retirement 
age and pensions. 

Crews will walk out on 
Saturday at the start of eight 
consecutive days of action. 
Strikes will take place each day 
from noon-2pm and then from 


10.59pm-11.59pm. 

Fire Brigades Union general 
secretary Matt Wrack said: “It 
is absolutely ludicrous that a 
government can impose a 
scheme which means fire¬ 
fighters will have to ride 
engines and rescue people 
from fires up to age 60. This is 
unsafe and unrealistic.” 

“We know it and the public 
know it, but the Government 


will not listen to the evidence- 
based case we have made to 
them.” 

Sean Starbuck, FBU national 
officer,, added: “It’s extremely 
disappointing that we have 
had to issue more strike dates 
but the Government is simply 
not listening to our concerns. 

“We have a new fire minister 
but to date she doesn’t appear 
to have listened to our case.” 
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Driver airlifted to 
hospital as crash 
closes motorway 

TRAFFIC on the Mil between 
Harlow and Bishop’s Stortford 
was brought to a standstill on 
Sunday morning by an accident 
involving two-cars on the 
northbound carriageway. 

One of the drivers, a 26-year-old 
woman from Margate in Kent, 
was taken to the Royal London 
Hospital by air ambulance after 
her vehicle crashed into a tree. 

Her condition was described as 
serious but stable. 

The carriageway was closed for 
almost four three hours, causing 
lengthy tailbacks. The accident 
involved a Citroen C5 estate and 
a Mitsubishi Shogun 

Police closed the motorway at 
junction 7 (Harlow) - resulting in 
tailbacks to junction 6 (M25) - in 
order to allow the air ambulance 
to land and for crash 
investigators to gather evidence. 

An Essex Police spokeswoman 
said: “Officers are grateful to 
motorists who patiently endured 
the delays whilst this vital work 
was carried out.” 

With delays dragging on, some 
motorists reported seeing people 
en route to Stansted Airport 
walking along the hard shoulder 
with their baggage in an attempt 
to make their flights. 

The previous day the same 
stretch of motorway was closed 
for just over an hour while police 
dealt with the aftermath of a 
three-vehicle accident. One 
person suffered minor injuries.

A CANCER survivor is preparing to 
saddle up to raise thousands of 
pounds for Princess Alexandra Hosp¬ 
ital’s breast cancer trial unit by com¬ 
pleting a 100-mile bike ride. 

Kay Harvey, 45, of Church Field, 
Harlow was diagnosed with breast 
cancer in April 2012. She is now plan¬ 
ning to turn pedal power into pounds 
in support of the unit where she was 
treated. 

“It was scary being diagnosed, pet¬ 
rifying actually,” said Kay, who runs 
her own hair and beauty salon “It was 
horrible; I underwent six months of 
chemotherapy and six weeks of radio¬ 
therapy. 

“Now I have decided to do this for 
the clinical trials unit. Drugs like the 
one I had during treatment would not 
be available without the trials, which 
is why I want to raise money.” 

Kay, who opened her salon while she 
was undergoing chemotherapy, will 
be joining a group of about 30 other 
cyclists for the 100-mile Prudential 
ride from London to Surrey on 
Sunday. 

She has already raised £1,500 for 
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PAH’s clinical trial unit, including 
£2,000 by holding a pink party. “The 
more I raise the better,” she added. 

“I have had massive support ever 
since I was diagnosed. 

“The support from friends, family 
and customers has been phenome¬ 
nal. It has all been quite overwhelm¬ 
ing really and it’s been amazing how 
everyone has been so supportive.” 

Kay is also planning to complete a 
trek through the Grand Canyon in 
Arizona in aid of the unit and has- 
planned a host of other fundraising 
activities - including a party night 
and Christmas ball - to raise even 
more money. 

She said: “Dr Ashraf Patel [specialist 
in breast diseases at PAH] is amazing 
and he has an incredible fundraising 
team, I just want to do everything I 
can to help them and raise money for 
an important cause.”

Thief who breached 
suspended sentence 
is jailed after being 
caught in stolen van 

A THIEF who was given a suspended 
prison sentence for stealing from a 
church in Harlow was seen by police in 
a stolen vehicle four months later. 

Jake Seaton, 20, of Barn Mead, 
Harlow, was told by a judge at 
Chelmsford Crown Court he had 
“cynically committed another offence 
while subject to a suspended 
sentence”. 

Seaton was jailed for four weeks after 
pleading guilty to allowing himself to 
be carried in a vehicle which had been 
taken without consent on February 9. 
Judge David Turner also activated the 
previous six-month suspended 
sentence for the church offence. 

Samantha Lowther, prosecuting, said 
Seaton was with another youth when 
he was caught by police in Bishop’s 
Stortford while running away from the 
van which had false number plates. 

The court heard that in October last 
year eaton was given a suspended 
sentence for stealing three flat screen 
televisions, five heaters and a bracket 
from the Church of God at Ward 
Hatch. 

Jailing Seaton on Friday, the judge 
told him: “Actions have consequences 
so when a crown court imposes a 
suspended sentence, a breach means a 
custodial sentence. 

“You were given the opportunity 
after a period of deferment with a six 
months suspended sentence in 
October last year. Regrettably, 
however, three and a half months later 
you decided to re-offend. 

“You cynically committed another 
offence while subject to a suspended 
sentence.” 
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ALMOST one in five patients in the 
Star area waited seven days or 
longer for a doctor’s appointment 
the last time they tried, according 
to a survey by the Labour Party. 

The results show that 18 per cent of 
patients - 51, 962 people - faced a 
wait of a week or more when they 
asked to see a GP at surgeries in Har¬ 
low, Epping Forest and Uttlesford, 
the area covered by the West Essex 
Clinical Commissioning Group, 
during the past year. 

Suzy Stride, Labour’s parliamen¬ 
tary hopeful for Harlow, said: “David 
Cameron has made it harder for 
people in Harlow to get a GP 
appointment, proof he can’t be 
trusted with our local NHS. 

“Within days of the last election he 
scrapped Labour’s appointments 
guarantee and now thousands of 
people here are waiting over a week. 

“Labour will scrap Cameron’s NHS 
market and invest the savings in 
helping people get a GP appoint¬ 
ment within 48 hours or on the same 
day for those who need it.” 

Ms Stride said Labour had pledged 
to invest £100m in GP surgeries to 
guarantee appointments within 48 
hours or on the same day for those 
who need it. 

The annual NHS England survey, 


released earlier this month, also 
revealed that local patients struggle 
to see the family doctor of their 
choosing. 

Some 45 per cent of patients who 
have a preferred GP had to see 
another doctor when they last went 
to their surgery. 

The delays have left more than 10 
cent of locals saying they would not 
recommend their family’s practice 
to new patients, according to the 
survey. 

Shadow health secretary Andy Bur¬ 


nham said: “This survey confirms 
what Labour has been saying. 

“People want to be able to see the 
GP they trust,and who knows their 
family history, but are left phoning 
the surgery day after day only to be 
disappointed. 

“Patients are waiting days or even 
weeks for appointments and that is 
forcing people to A&E in record 
numbers. 

“People know from their own 
experience that the NHS is heading 
downhill under this Government.” 


According to NHS England’s GP 
Patient Survey, which was published 
in December, the proportion of 
patients in England who were hav¬ 
ing to wait a week or more for an 
appointment had risen to 15 per 
cent, compared with 14 per cent a 
year before. 

But the survey, which was based 
on information supplied by nearly 
one million respondents, also 
showed 92.2 per cent of people 
found making a GP appointment 
convenient.

When Britain joined the conflict that went on to become I- 
ago, it was impossible to imagine what the terrible human 
hold for four years, with tens of thousands of men among thoj 
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O NE hour before midnight on August 
4,1914 Britain declared it was at war 
with Germany. 

One of the deadliest conflicts in history, 
the First World War mobilised more than 
70 million military personnel from around 
the world. In Britain, thousands raced to 
enlist when war was declared. 

This week communities across the Europe 
came together to remember those who gave 
their lives in the service of their country a 
century ago. 

Special events took place across the region 
and, on Monday, lights were extinguished 
and candles flickered for an hour as part of 
the national Lights Out initiative. 

Back in 1914 hundreds of young men from 
Harlow and surrounding villages went off to 
fight. The names of 126 who did not to return 
are honoured on memorials and plaques 
around the town. 

For the most part these men were aged under 
30 - 27 were under the age of 21 and three were 
just 17. 

In fact more than 250,000 underage British 
soldiers fought in the First World War. Recruits 
had to be 18 to sign up and 19 to serve overseas, 
but as most people did not have birth certificate, 
it was easy for underage boys to he about their 
age. 

In Harlow, 10 families each lost two sons while 
one family lost three of their four sons. 

A community project team made up of 
residents in Harlow has produced a register to 
ensure the names of those who gave their lives 
are remembered. 

Within 10 weeks of the outbreak of war the

family of Reginald John Bradley, who had lived in 
Churchgate Street with his parents, received the 
news the 21-year-old had been killed when, on 
October 15, HMS Hawke, had been sunk. He was 
the first Harlow casualty of the war. 

Over the following years a further 125 men from 
the Harlow area would leave their homes to fight 
in the war but never to return. The last of these 


men was Walter Woollard, who died of his 
wounds on February 20 1920. 

Among those 125 was Thomas Lewis, who was 
born in Great Parndon in 1894. 

Thomas, a farm worker, was living in Hare 
Street Green, Great Parndon, with his eight 
siblings when he signed up. As Private Thomas 
Lewis, he joined The 1st Battlalion of The 


Bedfordshire Regiment. 

Thomas died of his wounds on September 13, 
1916. His regiment was involved in the Battle of 
the Somme, specifically in the attack on High 
Wood on August 20,1916 and the capture of 
Falfemont Farm between September 3 and 6, 
1916. 

The Somme remains one of the most painfully 


Community remembers those who made ultimate sacrific 



HUNDREDS paid tribute to those who 
lost their lives in the First World War 
at a centenary service in Harlow. 

Residents and dignitaries attended 
ceremony to rededicate the Potter 
Street War Memorial. 

The proceedings were led by Rev 
Martin Harris and music was 
provided by Harlow Brass Band. 

Harlow Council leader Jon 
Clempner said: “For people of my 
generation its easy to look back at 
the events of World War One as lines 
in a history book but it’s reading 
through the 126 names in this 
register of dedication -126 names of 
ordinary people with strongs links to 
Harlow and surrounding areas. 


“Ordinary people doing extraordinary 
things in extraordinary times. This is 
about the sacrifice of indivduals, of 
fathers, brothers, sisters and sons. 

“It’s about the sacrifices of those 
left behind, their families, some 
losing two or three sons, the legacy 
of struggle and heartbreak. It’s also 
about the sacrifices of communities. 

“It’s through the sacrifices of 
individuals, their families and their 
communities that we enjoy the 
freedoms, democracy and diversity 
that we do.” 

Harlow Council deputy chairman 
Tony Hall said: “Most of have during 
our lives spoken to someone who 
was there; sat on bus with them, sat 


in a pub with them or stood in que 
with them without ever realising tt 
they were there admist all the horr 
of the war to end all wars. 

“So the memory now rests with 
those of us old enough to remembi 
someone who was there, perhaps ; 
relative, a neighbour, a friend. 

“Such memories fade with time, 
important details get missed or 
changed. That is why it is importai 
to identify those who keep those 
memories and recall them so that 
they can share these memories wi 
new generations.” 

During the service Harlow MP 
Robert Halfon read a passage from 
Psalm 23.

remembered battles of the entire war. It raged 
from July to November 1916 and was one of the 
bloodiest in history, with the British suffering 
60,000 casualties on the first day. 

By the time the battle ended in November, the 
British had suffered 420,000 casualties, the 
French 195,000 and the Germans around 650,000. 

Thomas, who was buried in St Sever Cemetery 
at Rouen in France, is remembered on the war 
memorial in Great Parndon. 

Details of 126 victims from the Harlow area are 
contained in the publication by a community 
project team made up of Harlow residents. 

John Bawden and Malcolm Tinn, who were 
determined to recognise the sacrifice of the 
young servicemen, travelled across Europe to 
catalogue the final resting place of them all. 

Mr Bawden, who has studied the First World 
War and knows the precise location of each 
memorial and grave within Harlow and 
throughout Europe, started researching the 
conflict after the death of his wife in 2001. 

“I started researching the people that were 
involved from Harlow, he said. “I wanted to find 
out about their lives. 

“My grandfather was at the Somme and my 
father was at Dunkirk but they never spoke about 
it. I wanted to find out about people’s 
experiences.” 

Mr Bawden has spent countless hours searching 
across Europe for the graves of those who lost 
their lives. He urges everyone to visit the war 
cemetaries in Belgium. 

“I would say just go once for the experience,” 
che said. “It’s very moving and very sad but it’s 
worthwhile.” 

Mr Bawden will continue to catalogue the war 
graves of soliders from Harlow and the 
surrounding villages. 

He said: “I’m still researching; I want to go back 


to Belgium and find out more about those from 
Harlow and the surrounding area.” 

Some men listed in the s register have relatives 
still living locally. One of those is Walter Wheeler, 
who was born in Harlow in the summer of 1896. 

In 1901 he was living in Potter Street with his 
father Henry, mother Elizabeth and siblings 
William, Nellie, Alfred and Elizabeth. 

In 1911, at the age of 15, he was working as an 
errand boy while his father was working as a hay 
binder. Walter enlisted in Epping and served 
with The 9th Battalion of The Essex Regiment. 

He was 30 years old when he killed in action 
on July 3,1916 on the third day of the Battle of 
the Somme. 

On Monday - 100 years to the day that Britain 
entered the war - Harlow Council held a 
rededication service at the Potter Street War 
Memorial. 

The memorial dedicated to the men of Potter 
Street, Latton and surrounding district who lost 
their lives in the Great War, was unveiled in May 
1920. A story about the ceremony was published 
in the May 22 edition of the Star’s sister paper, 
the Herts & Essex Observer. 

Last month stonemasons J Day & Son 
renovated the Portland stone memorial 
including replacing the original cross which was 
damaged in a storm many years ago and was in 
danger of falling down. 

Harlow Council and J Day & Son also worked 
together to renovate three of the town’s war 
memorials at Potter Street, Kingsmoor and 
Churchgate Street. 

The council also put in a path leading up to 
and surrounding the Potter Street memorial to 
improve access for the public. 

The work to restore the war memorials was 
funded by the council with the help of a £5,000 
grant from the War Memorials Trust.

Ambulance 
chief given 
a £50k rise

THE chief executive of the region’s ambulance 
service will be taking home an extra £50,000 a 
year after receiving a pay rise. 

The annual salary of Dr Anthony Marsh, who 
replaced Andrew Morgan as chief executive of the 
East of England Ambulance Service NHS Trust at 
the beginning of this year, is now £232,226. 

The trust said Dr Marsh’s pay reflected his dual 
role as chief executive for the West Midlands 
Ambulance Service. 

In a statement, EEAST wrote: “Dr Marsh is cur¬ 
rently running two ambulance trusts but he does 
not receive the salary of 
two chief executives. The 
joint role saves the tax¬ 
payer approximately 
£130,000 on the cost of a 
having a substantive 
chief executive in each 
ambulance trust. 

“By comparison, within 
the same two areas there 
are 11 chief fire officers 
and 10 chief constables, 
demonstrating the value 
for money the taxpayer is 
getting.” 

The statement continued: “EEAST was a failing 
trust. Since his appointment as interim chief 
executive, Dr Marsh has stripped out approxi¬ 
mately £ 6m of back office functions and manage¬ 
ment savings. 

“This is helping to fund the recruitment of 400 
new staff, with more than 120 already having 
joined the trust. In addition, he has brought in 147 
brand new ambulances and over 60 rapid response 
vehicles. The organisation has turned a corner 
thanks to the actions Dr Marsh has put in place.” 

On its website, WMAS wrote: “Dr Marsh is now 
responsible for the running of both organisations, 
doing the job of two chief executives. He is not, 
however, earning the salaries of two chief execu¬ 
tives. 

“Dr Marsh works at least 70 hours a week to 
ensure both areas receive his full attention. 
WMAS is meeting its performance targets this 
year in very difficult circumstances and despite 
massive increases in demand. “ 

Dr Marsh, who works with EEAST for four days a 
week, has had a 26-year career in ambulance ser¬ 
vices. 

The West Midlands and East of England ambu¬ 
lance services have a combined workforce of 
almost 9,000 staff. They answer approximately 
6,000 emergency 999 calls a day.

Phamacists lined 
their pockets’ in 
£300k VAT fraud 


TWO pharmacists who pock¬ 
eted hundreds of thousands 
of pounds in VAT repayments 
by lying about exporting life¬ 
saving cancer and HIV medi¬ 
cines to Nigeria have been 
jailed. 

HM Revenue and Customs 
investigators discovered that 
Benedict Babundo and Louis 
Ovonlen, of Addison Health¬ 
care (UK) Ltd in Harlow, had a 
contract with the NHS to 
operate a prescription service 
to the public. 

But they created false invoic¬ 
es for the drugs they claimed 
to export to support fraudu¬ 
lent VAT repayments. 

Ipswich Crown Court was 
told the amount of money 
involved in the fraud totalled £300,000. 

Ovonlen, 43, of Purford Green, Harlow, 
and Babundo, 50, of Plumstead Comm¬ 
on, London, were found guilty of cheat¬ 
ing the public revenue contrary to com¬ 
mon law. 

Ovonlen, who was the director and 
senior pharmacist of Addison Health¬ 
care (UK) Limited, was sentenced to 30 


months in prison and disqual¬ 
ified from being a company 
director for four years. 

Babundo was sentenced to 
four years in prison and dis¬ 
qualified from being a com¬ 
pany director for seven years. 

Passing sentence, recorder 
Ian Glen told the pair: “You 
embarked on submitting false 
claims and only stopped when 
HMRC reviewed the business 
in 2011.” 

He told Babundo: “The fraud 
was driven by you, without 
any doubt. You have a long list 
of company failures and for 
tactical reasons you kept your 
distance , employing others to 
do your work.” 

Speaking after the case, 
HMRC’s assistant director of criminal 
investigation Paul Barton said: “This 
was a blatant attack on the tax system; 
their only aim was to line their pockets 
at the expense of the taxpayer. 

“They thought they could get away 
with providing false records to claim 
VAT refunds but they are now counting 
the real cost of their criminality.”

This whole process is 
about being open and 
transparent with the 
community about the 
challenges the council 
faces and giving 
everyone the 
opportunity to have a 
say about the future 
of their services. 

The consultation is 
being run in-house 
which means that 
costs are being kept to 
a minimum. 

The consultation 
results will be 
published in 
September. 

It is important to 
note that the budget 
proposals for 2015/16 


will not be agreed 
until February 2015. 
Therefore, when the 
results are published 
it does not mean that 
final decisions on the 
future of any service 
have already been 
made. 

This is about the 
council finding out 
what the community 
thinks it should 
directly provide or 
fund. 

The administration 
will then look at its 
priorities and whether 
services can be 
provided in different 
ways or funded 
differently, not 
necessarily all with 
direct funding from 
Harlow Council.

N OT so long ago some 
friends got involved in 
making a sealed bid for a 
property they had set 
their hearts on. 

They knew what the 
house had been valued at 
but they weren’t the only 
ones interested in it and 
in the end it came down 
to the best offer. They 
won but from that day to 
this they have wondered if 
they could have spent less 
and still got the house of 
their dreams. 

No matter what type of 
home you’re trying to sell 
or where it is situated, the 
key is always its price. 
Most of us can cite 
examples of properties 
going on the market for 
what we may perceive as 
“well over the top” but if a 
property stagnates on the 
market for months on end 
it’s bad news all round. 

The agent and the seller 
miss out and even if a 
house ticks all the boxes 
in terms of location, size, 
and appeal, if the price is 
wrong a buyer is likely to 
discount it. 

Of course, it comes to 
down to what someone is 
willing to pay but one 
needs to be realistic and 
this is where you need to 
make sure you have an 
agent you can trust 
onside. 

“False impressions have 
been made by agents 
over-valuing properties 
and chasing business,” 
says James Mackenzie of 
Strutt & Parker’s country 
house team, “but it has all 
been at a cost.

“We should be braver 
and honest from the 
outset.

‘I’m devastated’ says Jo 
as gold medal slips away

ENGLAND netball star Jo Harten has 
reflected on her pain at missing out 
on a place in the Commonwealth 
Games final - after a heartbreaking 
last-second defeat to New Zealand, 
the country where she plies her 
trade. 

Harten, who went to school at St 
Mark’s in Harlow, has been starring 
professionally in the antipodean 
country for the last couple of years, 
and came up against some of her Kia 
Magic team-mates in the semi-final 
loss to the Silver Ferns in Glasgow last 
Thursday. 

The 25-year-old missed a crucial 
opportunity to wrap up the win 
against New Zealand, but could then 
only watch as this miss was com¬ 
pounded by a final goal for her oppo¬ 
nents which secured a 35-34 win, and 
victory by the slimmest of margins. 

Harten, who started at goal shooter 
but was switched to goal attack in the 
final quarter, finished the low-scor¬ 
ing game with 20 goals from 25 
attempts. 

She told the Star: “It’s devastating, 
but we were right in the match - you 
can’t ask for more than being one goal 
away from victory. It’s something to 
be proud of. 

“It was an up and down game. They 
are the defending Commonwealth 
champions so they know how to deal 
with pressure situations. 

“They are a bit too smart to let us get 
too far ahead. 

“They are fierce competitors, they 
have been in these situations time 
and again.” 

Of her change of position in the final 
quarter, Harten said: “I think it defi¬ 
nitely worked. 

“We had a bit of a lull in the third 
quarter and they started to get on top 
of us. The changes made an impact, 
but we couldn’t finish it off as a team. 

“We let them back in the game at 


several stages. We should have killed 
it off earlier on, against them you 
need a bigger lead. 

“We had both had opportunities 
with 30 seconds to go, so it’s disap¬ 
pointing. 

“We’re one of the fittest teams here, 
we know that, so fitness didn’t play a 
part.” 

Harten disagreed with claims that 
England lacked that psychological 
belief needed to reach the 
Commonwealth Games final for the 
first time in the country’s history. 

“I’m not so sure it’s a mental barrier 
against them, it’s the physical pres¬ 


sure,” she said. 

“They’re really good at pulling every 
trick out and turning the ball over 
and that’s exactly what they did. 
They’ve got world class players.” 

But Harten is remaining upbeat. 
“It’s a learning curve for us. It is a 
positive,” she said. 

“Looking back to Delhi [2010 
Commonwealth Games when 
England also missed out on a medal] 
we were five or six [goals] away - now 
we’re only one. 

“You have to learn from that and 
really dominate the match tomorrow. 
There will be a lot of reflecting.” 


The Harlow ace was winning her 
53rd cap against New Zealand. 

England coach Anna Mayes said: “I 
was extremely proud going into this 
game and I am overwhelmed, that’s 
how proud I am of them. 

“I thought Jo had a sensational semi¬ 
final performance. Gutted is probably 
the word I’m going to use continu¬ 
ously. 

“We will deal with it because I think 
you can’t just skirt around it, we are 
quite emotional, we are gutted, 
because we genuinely believed we 
could take the semi-final and be play¬ 
ing off for gold.”

Games heartbreak 
for luckless Harten

HARLOW netball star Jo Harten 
missed out on a Commonwealth 
Games medal as England went 
down 52-48 to Jamaica in the 
netball bronze match in Glasgow 
on Sunday morning. 

While the Hydro at the SECC 
wasn’t quite full with the early 
morning start, the atmosphere 
inside the huge arena was rock¬ 
ing, with the English supporters 
vastly outnumbering the handful 
of exuberant Jamaicans. 

The Jamaicans finished fourth 
at Delhi 2010 and Melbourne 2006 
but they would not be denied this 
time, as England missed out on a 
third consecutive bronze medal. 

It was more heartbreak for 
Harten and England, who lost 
their semi-final to New Zealand 
on Saturday and a pool match to 
world champions Australia, both 
by one point, in thrilling ties. 

Jamaica’s Romelda Aiken fired 
an impressive 44 goals from 52 
attempts, with England defender 
Geva Mentor having trouble con¬ 
taining the towering sharpshoot¬ 
er. 

Former St Mary’s School student 
Harten, who slotted 26 goals from 
29 shots (90 per cent), found it 
difficult to get into enough space 
to create the number of shooting 
chances she would have wanted. 

Harten (25) posted on Instagram 
on Monday: “If you don’t feel pain 
and hurt when you’re at the low¬ 
est of lows, you don’t deserve to 
experience true joy when at your 
highest. 

“We are a good team, still on the 
way to great. Thanks for your 
overwhelming support.” 

Goal attack Kadeen Corbin sank 
22 goals from 26 attempts for 


England. 

Jamaica led 25-24 at half-time in 
a match that hung in the balance 
until the final 90 seconds. 

The Sunshine Girls held their 
cool to edge ahead 51-48 in the 
final minute and closed out the 
match, sparking wild celebra¬ 
tions among their ecstatic play¬ 
ers. 

England had conceded a heart¬ 
breaking late match-winning 
goal in their semi-final against 
New Zealand. 

They also lost to eventual gold 
medal winners Australia in their 
group match, with a buzzer-beat¬ 
ing goal after Harten missed a 


great chance at the other end. 

England beat Wales, Trinidad & 
Tobago and Barbados in their 
other pool games. 

Speaking straight after the loss 
to Jamaica, England coach Anna 
Mayes said: “Credit to the girls, 
they threw everything both phys¬ 
ically and mentally out there in 
the semi-final and it was so 
unfortunate not to finish off that 
[New Zealand] game. 

“And then today we were defi¬ 
nitely coming out all guns blaz¬ 
ing, but I think we were a bit ten¬ 
tative, a bit nervous particularly 
in that first half. 

“We did wear them down in 


terms of defensively but we were 
not clinical enough when we 
needed to be.” 

Skipper Jade Clarke added: “It’s 
disappointing. We got into a bit of 
a habit of being afraid to make 
mistakes and that was when mis¬ 
takes come. We were consistent 
on defence and we have been this 
whole tournament but we 
couldn’t finish it off. 

“We will learn from this, we’ve 
had three massive pressure 
games and that is under the belt 
and we won’t let this mistake 
happen again. 

“It’s a massive learning curve 
for us.” 


Conference 3G pitch U-turn’s great news for Hawks’ grand plans 
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HARLOW Town FC chief executive Tom 
Cunningham has expressed his delight at the 
Football Conference decision to give the green 
light to 3G pitches, as the Hawks supremo 
targets successive promotions. 

Harlow get their Ryman division one north 
campaign under way with a trip to Redbridge 
this Saturday, followed by the first home game 
against Romford next Tuesday. 

The goal for Harlow is promotion to the 
Ryman premier, and the club desperately 
want to move up another step to the 
Conference South, but this looked to be 
blocked by stubborn Conference board chiefs 
who vetoed plastic pitches last season. 

After a U-turn this week, Cunningham said: 


“It’s great to hear that the Conference have 
approved 3G pitches. It is a decision that rec¬ 
ognises the quality of 3G pitches now and the 
benefits they can provide for non-league clubs 
in terms of increased usage and income. 

“The pitch we have installed at The Harlow 
Arena has transformed the club and the facili¬ 
ties. Most importantly it has enabled us to set 
up a thriving academy to inspire and coach 
the next generation of footballers, which 
wouldn’t have been possible before. The 
Arena will be used all day, every day this com¬ 
ing season, incorporating youngsters learning 
new skills to the six-a-side teams trying to 
show off their old skills! 

“That has to be good for the future of the 


game. We are one of only two clubs in the 
country to have invested in a 3G pitch [along 
with Maidstone] and I am proud to have been 
at the forefront of this development.” 

The Hawks sealed a 4-0 home win against 
Huntingdon on Saturday. Alex Read and 
James Smith netted, while new signings Jared 
Small and David Kendall also scored. 

Small has signed from Grays, while centre- 
half Kendall has switched from Enfield Town. 

Meanwhile, former Dagenham & Redbridge 
academy goalkeeper Tristan Hickman has 
joined the Hawks. The 19-year-old was 
released by the Daggers in the summer.
